REPORT SEMENOFF DEAD IN EARTHQCAKE 


Government, It Is Said, De­ 
cides to Surrender 
Unconditionally

Revolt Movement Will Be 
Sternly Suppressed It 
Is Announced. 


Berlin, Sept. 2^.— R iots and violent 
d eath s w ere rep o rted from various 
q u arters of G erm any today. Five per­ 
sons were killed and l l wounded in 
fighting betw een police and commun­ 
ists near W iederitsch. 
Six w orkers and tw o policemen w ere 
seriously w ounded in a clash a t Glei- 
witz. 
A t Lorrach, unem ployed men over­ 
pow ered police and locked them up in 
th e town hall. P olice reinforcem ents 
la te r liberated them . 
One person w as killed and m any 
wounded in violent riots th at raged 
in Dresden. M ounted police w ere over­ 
pow ered w hen th ey tried to restore 
order. L ater they gained th* upper 
hand. 
T hirty persons w ere taken to hos­ 
p itals at T reves following a violent- 
b a ttle betw een R hineland separatists 
and political enem ies. The separatists 
w ere attacked w ith sticks, um brellas, 
canes, stones and pieces of lead pipe.

P resident Coolidge declared today in 
an address before the annual conven­ 
tion of th^ A m erican Red (hross in 
Continental M em orial Hall. 
^ 
"T he A m erican Red 
C ross,” 
the 
president said, "is a spiritual concep­ 
tion of hum an relationship. It is a life 
in obedience to th e things th a t are un­ 
seen. 
‘‘Throughout history m en have been 
prone to put th e ir tru st in other things 
and have failed. They have sought 
power through 
m aterial 
resources 
alone. They have thought it m ight be 
gained bv the accum ulation of great 
riches. They have attem pted to rely 
upon 
naked 
foice 
of 
am ices 
and 
navies conquering by th e m ight of the 
sword. They are necesarry for secur­ 
ity, as police and crim inal courts and 
bolts and bars are necessary. 
"They re adjuncts of peace. But they 
are negative forces. 
They 
do 
not 
create, they resist. They are not the 
ultim ate force in the world. They do 
not 
m ake 
the -final 
determ ination 
am ong men. 
O ver them is 
a 
high 
power. 
“M ankind has not yet, can not yet, 
discard toe use of these forces. It is 
significant, how ever th a t the great na 
(ions have et la st agreed upon th eir 
lim itation but it is even m ore sisnill- 
cant th at civilzation is com ing to rely 
m ore and m ore upon m oral forced’ 
This w as Mr. Coolidge^ first public 
address since he becam e president. 
As President also of the Red Cross 
Mr. Codlidge form ally 
opened 
the j 
convention w hich was 
attended 
by 
m ore than a thousand delegates from 
all over Hie country. M embers of the 
cabinet a num ber of foreign diplom ats 
and m any other governm ent officials 
heard the p resen t’s address. 
In the spiritual conception of world 


relationships. Mr. Coolidge pointed out 
lie§. fhe hope of real progress. B ut th e 
ideals of hum an brotherhood and serv ­ 
ice and peace “are idle dream s unless 
they can be tran slated into action." . 
"It is necessary on the other hand to 
avoid th e illusions of the visionaries, 
and on the o th e r hand the indifference 
of I he selfish” he said. 
“E ach individual and each nation 
owe th e ir first duty to them selves. 
Beyond th a t th ere is the obligation of 
the strong to serve th e w eak b ut .to ad­ 
m in iste r such service in a w ay th a i 
wjdl not destroy or degrade by m aking 
m endicants b u t will 
resto re 
and 
stren g th en by m aking character. It is 
th e policy w hich helps in an em er­ 
gency b u t realizes th at, finally, each 
individual and each nation m ust w ork 
out tlieir own destiny."

The wheat growers of the Northwest have another com­ 
plaint. Bootlegging in wheat has become a flourishing industry 
since the enactment of the Republican tariff law with a duty of 
30 cents a bushel on wheat. Dollar wheat may not be a paying 
crop in Minnesota and the Dakotas, but it appears to be attrac­ 
tive to the great growers and buyers in Manitoba, 
where the 
price is from 20 to 25 per cent lower, and in Canadian money, 
which is not as valuable as Uncle Sam’s dollar. Smuggling wheat 
across the international border has therefore become a business 
arid the government may be callel upon to establish a wheat patrol 
to break up bootlegging. 
It is the old story of the American 
market rather than the world market which the people of the 
world seek. This is the best market in the world, and all pro­ 
ducers everywhere want to get into the United States, where 
prices are better than anywhere else. The Democratic tariff law 
did not have a duty on wheat and the Canadian could bring his 
wheat into the United States free of tax and compete with the 
American farmer. Now that the Canadian can no longer come 
in free, he bootlegs his wheat across the border to get the in­ 
creased price.

would expect from Calvin Coolidge. He is a neighborly man who 
recognizes the human elements on which business and industry 
rest.

in such a dish is slow hut thorough, j 
all the nutritious 
elements in 
the I 
foods being 
preserved.

moi*, the flavor of foods cooked in J 
earthenware is superior to that of j 
food cooked in metal, 
particularly j 
in the case of the more acid fruits 
and vegetables (earthenware is not 
attacked by the acids in fruits and 1 
vegetables). 
The menus this week 
call for the following: 
Ham en Casserole: Buy a slice of 
ham weighing about one-and one- 
half pounds, cut about three-quart­ 
ers of an inch thick and brown on 
both sides in your frying pan. Then 
lay it in a casserole, sprinkle it with j 
, enough salt and pepper to season, j 
one-half teaspoon of 
celery 
seed, 
one green 
sweet 
pepper 
chopped 
finely (seeds removed) four whole 
cloves, and one large, peeled onion 
also finely 
chopped. 
Cqj;er 
the 
ham well with 
sweet 
cider, 
put 
cover on dish, and bake in a moder­ 
ate oven for three hours. 
It is de­ 
licious served very hot. 
Casserole of Rice and Tomatoes; 


Wash one-half cup of rice then add 
it to one pint of 
canned 
chicken 
soup (or to the same 
quantity 
of4 
good, rich soup-stock) and bring to 
boiling point, allowing' it to simmer 
until the rice has absorbed 
all

the liquid. 
Now butter a casserole. 
Peel and sliee four large, ripe 
to­ 
matoes. 
Put the tomatoes in layers 
with .the rice in the buttered dish, 
dusting each

Sprinkle dry bread crumbs 
thickly on top, dot with bits of but­ 
ter, and bake for 40 minutes in a 
moderate oven.

OBITUARY. 


So we have come today to the final 
farewell of a veteran of the Civil 
War. 
After almost a century the last 
chapter of his life having been fin­ 
ished on Friday 
evening 
at 
9:30 
o’clock, September 14, 1923, he closed 
the book, having lived 93 years, 8 
months and 3 days. 
Andrew J. Hale was borne Janu­ 
ary ll, 1830, in Muskingdom County, 
Ohio. 
He has spent most of his life 
in and around W est Jefferson. 
He 
was united in marriage to Miss Nanc> 
Sly, July 7, 1859, and to this union 
were born 9 children, 4 boys and 5 
girls, Emma, Frank, 
Ora. 
Harry. 
Blanche, Lizzie, Charles, Goldie and 
Frank B., all together with the m oth­ 
er, have proceeded him, except Char 
(es at home, Goldie now Mrs. Clinton 
Monigold, and Frank B. of Sequtum, 
Wachlngton. 
Eight years ago the wife whom he 
had walked with more than 57 years, 
was called home and since then he 
has been tenderly cared for by his 
son, Charles and wifP who gave to 
father love and devotion, m aking his 
last years pleasant. 
He had been in 
failing health for several years and 
confined to his bed for more than 
8 months. 
But all this tim e he was 
patient and grateful for the 
many 
acts of kindness shown him by his 
family, neighbors and friends. 
He began to work for the Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad Co., in the year 1863, 
and continued in service on the rail­ 
road until 70 years old, when he was 
placed on the pension list and has en­ 
joyed the rest that comes to those 
who are faithful. 
On the out break of the Civil W ar 
Comrade Hale enlisted in 
Co. 
K, 
95 O. V. I. on August 7, 1862, and was 
honorably discharged 
January 
24, 
1863. 
He always enjoyed the, Camp 
Fires held in the old G. A. R. Ran, 
and never seamed happier than at 
these meetings. 
The taps have sounded, the light 
has gone out. 
He has taken his last 
m arch; he has helped to decorate his 
fallen comrades grave* for the Ul&t 
time, and now he has lain down to 
rest and has Joined 
another 
army 
where there will be no discharge, for 
the G reat Commander of us. all will 
care for tis all through eternity. 
T ofSrd the last it seemed as 
if 
death had no sting; the g^ave no 
victory, unseen hands were beckon­ 
ing him across and h* Joyfully an­ 
swered the call. 
He has gone, to come 
back 
no 
more: but God’s word give* us the 
glorious hope of meeting him again 
in that “Beautiful City,” 
not made 
with 
hands, 
but 
eternal 
in 
the 
heavens.” 
In our sorrow and grief, 
we are apt to forget that what is our 
loss Is his gain, that he has gone to 
a sunnier clime there to awalt the 
dawning of 
another 
world 
where 
tears and sorrow are unknown, and 
where the new life will be ushered 
in bringing all the joys of an eternal 
existence. 
It is this hope that en­ 
ables us to say with the psalm ist of 
old, “Yea though I walk through the 
valley of the shadow of death I will 
fear no evil; thy rod and they staff 
they comfort me.” 
When asked by the daughter-in-law 
about the future he looked up Into 
her face and smiled and said there 
was no fear he was ready and only 
waiting. 
He leaves to mourn their loss two 
sons, Charles and Frank B.. and one 
daughter, Mrs. Goldie Monigold, three 
grandchildren. Fredrick, 
Clyde 
and 
Robert Candela besides other rela­ 
tives and friends. 
His funeral was held at his late 
home on Monday afternoon, Sept. 17, 
1923, at 2 o’clock, conducted by Rev. 
E. E. Moon, and burial in Pleasant 
Hill Cemetery in charge of ‘ J. 
A. 
Bear.

The wheat growers of the Northwest have another com­ 
plaint. Bootlegging in wheat has become a flourishing industry 
since the enactment of the Republican tariff law with a duty of 
30 cents a bushel on wheat. Dollar wheat may not be a paying 
crop in Minnesota and the Dakotas, but it appears to be attrac­ 
tive to the great growers and buyers in Manitoba, 
whore 
the 
price is from 20 to 25 per cent lower, and in Canadian money, 
which is not as valuable as Uncle Sam’s dollar. Smuggling wheat 
across the international border has therefore become a business 
and the government may be callel upon to establish a wheat patrol 
to break up bootlegging. 
It is the old story of the American 
market rather than the world market which the people of the 
world seek. 
This is the best market in the world, and all pro­ 
ducers everywhere want to get into the United States, where 
prices are better than anywhere else. The Democratic tariff law 
did not have a duty on wheat and the Canadian could bring his 
wheat into the United States free of tax and compete with the 
American farmer. 
Now that the Canadian can no longer come 
in free, he bootlegs his wheat across the border to get the in­ 
creased price.

o’clock, Septem ber 14. 1923, he closed 
the book, having lived 93 years, 8 
months and 3 days, 
Andrew J. H ale was borne Ja n u ­ 
ary l l, 1830, in Muskingdom County, 
Ohio. 
He has spent most of his life 
in and around W est Jefferson. 
He 
was united in marriage to Miss Nanc> 
Sly, July 7, 1859, and to this union 
were born 9 children, 4 boys and 5 
girls, Emma, Frank, 
Ora. 
Harry, 
Blanche, Ldzzie. Charles, Goldie and 
F rank B., all together with the m oth­ 
er, have proceeded him, except C har­ 
les at home, Goldie now Mrs. Clinton 
Monigold, and F ran k B. of Sequium, 
Washington. 
Eight years ago the wife whom he 
had walked with more than 57 years, 
w as called home and since then he 
has been tenderly cared for by his 
son. Charles and wifP who gave to 
father love and devotion, m aking his 
last years pleasant. 
He had been in 
failing health for several years and 
confined to his bed for more than 
8 months. 
But all this tim e he was 
patient and grateful for the 
many 
acts of kindness shown him by his 
family, neighbors and friends. 
He began to work for the Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad Co., in the year 1863, 
and continued in service on the rail­ 
road until 70 years old, when he was 
placed on the pension list and has en­ 
joyed the rest th at comes to those 
who are faithful.

where there will be no discharge, for 
the G reat Com mander of us. all will 
care for us all through eternity. 
ToFTtrd the last it seemed as 
if 
death had no ating; 
the grave no 
victory, unseen hands were beckon­ 
ing him across and he Joyfully an­ 
swered the call. 
He has gone, to come

more; hut God’s word gives us the
